HOUSEHOLD EEOIPES. 


LEMON' JELLY CAKE.—Stir two 
table- 


spoonfuU of butter, well softened, into one 
cup of sugar ; add half a cup of milk, three 
well beaten tgys ; stir in two cups of flour, 
with a ten-spoonful of crefini mrtar sifted 
into it j dissolve half a tea-spoonful of soda 
and mix with it. Bake iu jelly-cake tins. 


STEWED POTATOES.—Peel and cut in slices 


some cold boiled potatoes, put iu a saucepan 
with water (nearly euouyh to cover) an 
ounce of butter, Halt, pepper nnd nutmeg ; 
cover and boil till tho liquid is reduced to 
the desired consistency ; add threo ounces 
of butter in small bits, mingle well by toss- 
ing tho saucepan, and serve in a dcap dish. 


HERMITS.—Stir half a cup of pulverized 


sugar into one cup of butter; be,it threo 
eggs well and mis with it; dissolve half a 
tea-spoonful of soda in a litUe boiling ^vater; 
sift, in enough flour to stir up stiffly; season 
with a tea Rpoonfnl of ground cloves, cinna- 
mon and LUtmc^s; add one cup of chopped 
raisins and one of currants; roll out as soft 
as possible; cut iuto thin cookies, nnd bake 
on flat paus. They will keep for a mouth 
iu a tightly-canned jar, and uro always rel- 
ished. 
If they become too stale, bake them 


over, and they will be fresh and good. 


CHABLOTTE EDSSE.—Ono ounce of sheet 


innglass, or eight or nine sheets of the 
Iranepurent Russia isinglass ; cut in small 
pieces, wash in cold water nnd dissolve in a 
oup of sweet milk. To avoid curdling care j 
must be taken that tho milk does not becomo i 
too hot. 
Line the pans with sponge cake ' 


before commencing. 
Bent tho yolks of 


four eggs with sis henping tablespoonfuls of 
sugar; a trifle of salt and vanilla to the taste, 
or sherry wine if preferred j whip to a stiff 
froth ono pint of rich cream, and also bent 
stiff tho whites of sdven eggs; when the 
isinglnss_is all dissolved, strum it into tho 
yolks, stirring briskly all the time • next, 
mil in very gently, tho whipped cream ; 
then leave it for five minutes to stiffen a 
little, and last of all, add the whites, stirring 
lightly.and fill your pans and place in n cold 
temperature. Tho best way to dissolve tho 
gelatine is to place tho cup over a teakettle 
of boiling water.
